Mr. Warss of Massachusetts, from the Committee on Naval Affairs,
submitted the following

REPORT

[To accompany S. 1542]

The Committee on Naval Affairs, to whom was referred the bill
(S. 1542) to provide for reimbursement of certain Navy personnel and
former Navy personnel for personal property lost or damaged as the
result of a fire in building B. O. Q. 0-3 at the United States naval
construction training center, Davisville, R. 1., on March 27, 1943,
having considered the same, report favorably thereon without amend-
ment and recommend that the bill do pass.

The purpose of the bill is to authorize and direct the Secretary of
the Treasury to pay out of any money in the Treasury not otherwise
appropriated, the sum of $4,797.15 or such portion thereof as may be
necessary to pay claims of certain Navy personnel and former Navy
personnel for personal property lost or damaged as the result of a fire
in Building B. O. Q. 0-3 at the United States naval construction train-
ing center, Davisville, R. 1., on March 27, 1943.

The investigation conducted reveals that the fire occurred in the
northwest wing, second deck, of the above-described building. One-
half of the northwest wing on said second deck was badly charred and
the other half was damaged by smoke and water. The personal prop-
erty for which reimbursement is sought was owned by officers quartered
in the northwest wing of the building.

There is no other authority of law by virtue of which the claims
may be adjusted.

The Navy Department is of the opinion that provision should be
made for the payment of these claims, in that the personnel involved
were assigned to duty at said station by orders of the Navy Depart-

sment and the loss of and damage to their property occurred without
fault or negligence on their part.
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These claims were submitted to the Navy Department Claims
Board, which found the value of the property lost and damaged to
be $4,797.15. :

The additional cost to the Government, should this legislation be
enacted, would not exceed $4,797.15.

The bill was introduced at the request of the Navy Department and
has been cleared by the Bureau of the Budget.
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
